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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: It was 
noted to applicant that the amendment to paragraph beginning on page 9, line 5 and ending in page 9, line 12 
introudces new matter issues. In particular, the specificaiton does not support sintering at a heating rate of Sdegrees 
Celsisu/mn. until the temperature reaches 1400 to 1500 degrees Celsius. Applicant thus agreed to amend the 
paragraph as noted in the Examiner's Amendment. Applicant also agreed to amend claim 7 to insert the temperature 
range of 825 to 1000 degrees celsius as supported in the specification in table I and examples 1-2 reciting chlorine 
treating at temperatures of 825, and 1000 degrees celsius, since the instant specification does not support the claimed 
range of 700 to 1 100 degrees celsius.
